“They were given to me by a boy 
named Armstrong, 17 years old, who has | 
been employed in the so-called competi- 
tive department of the Standard,” said 
Mr. Morrison. “The government does 
not approve of the boy’s method of turn- 
ing over the papers, but we have brought 
them to court.

The merging of many concerns under a 
common ownership, not changing the 
identity of the owners, but simply the 
form under which they hold them is not 
a trust. 

“One owner or group of owners may 
own and operate an industry in its en- 
tirety without violating the law. 

“Proof in the case shows that the same 
group of owners who hold the 69 sub- 
sidiary cempanies own the principal cor- 
poration. No trust in restraint of trade 
can exist under the conditions cited and 
the government’s application of the Sher- 
man act has no force. 

“The Standard Oil Company and its 
subordinate corporations,” the brief says, 
“have been owned by the same group of 
men since 1879 and some of these com- 
panies by the same owners since 1872 

“Messrs. Rockefeller and Archbold on 
the stand traced the ownership back to 
a time long ante-dating the Sherman 
act which was passed July 1, 1890. The 
contention of the government is that 
of Judge Taft’s definition of a trust: ‘A 
monopoly is an aggregation having con- 
trol of a business or enterprise in which 
control was secured by use of improper 
methods as unfair. competition.’

German Liner “Cley eland.” 
Due in New York Tomorrow, 
A Real Palace of the Deep 


NEW YORK- —On her first voy- 
age the Cleveland, an  18,000-ton 
steamship belonging to the Ham- 
burg-American line, is due here to- 
morrow. The steamship, although 
slightly less in size than the hai- 
serin Auguste Victoria, is much 
more elegantly appointed, according 
to the agents, and will take place 
with her companion, the Cincinnati, 
as the last word in marine archi- 
tecture. 

The largest ship ever built in 
Hamburg, the Cleveland went over- 
board on Sept. 26 of last year, from 
the yards of Méssrs. Blohm & Voss. 
The Cleveland is 608 feet in length, 
65 feet breadth of beam and has a 
height from the water line to the 
upper of feet. Propelled 
by twin screws, the liner averages 
about 16 knots, great speed having 
been sacrificed to comfort of pas- 
sengers who desire the absence of

DECIDES AGAINST 
THE LIABILITY ACT 


NEW LONDON, Conn.—Labor leaders 
and attorneys throughout the state to- 
day are discussing the decision rendered 
in the superior court by Judge Ralph 
Wheeler, in which the employers’ liabil- 
ity act passed by Congress in June, 1908, 
is declared unconstitutional.

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DRAPER ASKS FUND 
TO FURTHER STUDY 
OF TELEPHONE LINE 


Governor Draper has sent to the Legis- 
lature the report of the Massachusetts 
highway commission and its appraisal 
value of the property of the New Eng- 
land Telephone Telegraph Company, 
accompanied by a request that the Legis- 
lature appropriate $35,000 for further in- 
vestigations. 

The commission was er to deter- 
mine what gross revenue the company is 
fairly entitled to collect from the tele- 
phone users in justice to the stockholders 
and to the public. To answer this 
question it has made an appraisal of the 
property of the company, and reports 
that its entire value 1s $46,540,819, with 
$34,133,270- in Massachusetts and $12, 
407,549 in Maine, Vermont and New 
Hampshire. With the study that it has 
now made, the report says, it has suffi- 
cient facts upon which to answer the 
question that has been presented. But 
the report states that traffic studies 
should be made, costs of operation, the 
amounts that should be allowed for re- 
pairs, replacement, construction and re- 
construction, and what items should be 
charged to capital and what should be 
paid for from the rates, must be deter- 
mined to ascertain what rates are fair 
and reasonable in the various localities 
and for the various classes of service, 
both toll and local. 

The commission asks that it be given 
the $35,000 that is necessary to make 
the further study and a year in which to 
make it. The company has agreed, the 
Governor says, that it is proper that 
the commision should have thts informa- 
tion, and has promised to pay the ex- 
pense of getting it, and recommends that 
the appropriation be made, which is 
later to be refunded by the company. 

The data now on hand would be a 
basis for determining the total revenue, 
but that to be obtained would better fix 
local rates. One change in local rates 
has already been made in the reduction 
of some of the Boston suburban rates 
from ten to five cents. 

The report states that for every $19 
worth of property the company iuas out- 
standing $83.67 of par value in stocks, 
bonds and notes, and says that there 
are no watered securities. 

It is doubtful if the toll lines pay ex 
penses, says the report, independent of 
local service, as it is expected they 
should.

INDIANS TO OPEN 
BANK IN SPOKANE 


First Financial Institution of 
Kind in Northwest Expects 
Two Hundred Thousand 
Dollars in Deposits. 


SPOKANE, Wash.—Indians of Nez 
Perce tribe, which, under the leadership 
of Chief Joseph, led Generals Howard 
and Miles such merry chases almost a 
third of a century ago, are organizing 
a company to establish a bank at Fort 
Lapwai, Idaho, southeast of Spokane, in 
which the chief business will be with 
redmen, who are to receive approximately 
150,000 from the federal government 
as interest and moneys due 
he sale of their lands. 

The bank will have a paid-up capital

in 3 $15,000, of which $12,000 is held by 
in al 
|'Indians, five shares 


being the maximum 
allotted to any single individual. The 
board of directors will be Indians, with 
Corbett Lawyers, a graduate of Carlisle, 
as cashier. He is now clerk in the office 
of O. H. Lipp, agent on the reservation. 
Others interested are Edward 8S. Riboyn 
and Thomas Moore. 

Most of the Indians on the reserve 
are wealthy through the sale of their 
lands and many of them have accounts 
in banks in various parts of the North- 
west. It is expected that the bank will 
have deposits of $200,000 in a short time. 
This is the first institution of its kind 
in the Pacific Northwest.

Ir may be said without exaggeration that 
the most colossal lawsuit ever brought to 
trial before an intra-national tribunal is now 
being heard by a bench of four judges in the 
United States circuit court for the eastern 
district of Missouri. The parties to this 
titanic action are a nation of the first rank 
and the largest private corporation in the 
world; that is to say, the United States of 
America and the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey. In former times whenever a government concluded 
that a charter was being misused a special legtslative or executive act 
was aimed at the corporation to put an end to its existence. Modern 
instances of the dissolution of corporations by such methods and the 
confiscation of the corporate property are not wanting. But it ts 
not so with us. Although the Standard Oil Company is almost 
universally regarded as a combination of industrial bandits exercising 
a many-sided and far-reaching capacity for industrial and political 
harm, the American nation—the people collectively—attempt no 
exercise of arbitrary power against it, but bring suit against it and its 
constituent companies and stockholders in an ordinary court, thus 
affirming their confidence in the common justice of American law. 

When Mr. Roosevelt was President he was in the habit of casti- 
gating judges who were so unfortunate as to be obliged to rule 
against the government. Mr. Taft brings to the presidency the judi- 
cial qualities which won for him distinction at the bar and on the 
bench. Under his administration, even the Standard Oil Company 
will be tried by judges who need have no fear that their decision will 
affect their chances for promotion. 

Should the government prevail in the present action, an injunc- 
tion will be entered against the Standard Oil Company and some or 
all of its subordinate companies and stockholders, forbidding it and 
them to attempt to monopolize the commerce in oil and oil products 
between the states and between the United States and foreign 
countries. | Whether the injunction, if granted, may be evaded, 
would then remain to be seen. A corporation merely represents the 
activity of certain persons, and the dissolution of a corporation by 
means of which certain persons are monopolizing interstate or 
foreign commerce does not always abolish the monop' ly. 

The Northern Securities Company was a “holding company’ by 
which certain persons owned or controlled the Northern Pacific and 
the Great Northern railways, and thus for a time monopolized the 
railway traffic between certain states. And while the Northern Securi- 
ties Company was dissolved at the suit of the United States, the disso- 
lution did not prevent the same group of persons from controlling the 
same railways. Again, the original Standard Oil trust which had its 
legal being in Ohio was dissolved by a decree entered in afi action 
brought by the state of Ohio. This merely led to the organization of 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, an instrument by means 
of which the same persons continued to carry on the same business. 
. It is plain, however, that the American people are determined to 
protect the vocations of those who wish to succeed by legitimate 
methods and a way of doing this will be found.

Sut when “the finished product appears, there is and ever has 
been but one voice. The late chief magistrate’s African expedition 
recalls, in a striking manner, the world tour of General Grant, who 
furnished the only other instance of a former President going abroad 
after the expiration of his term. 

Sailing on May 17, 1877, on board the Indiana, with his wife 
and one son, General Grant arrived at Liverpool on May 28, and 
there received the first of a celebrated series of ovations which in 
many instances far exceeded those at home. He was accorded the 
freedom of most of Great Britain’s principal cities and the honors 
heaped upon him came from the people as much as from the sovereign 
and society.’ His progress across the continent, his cruise to Italy, 
Greece, Egypt and the Holy Land, his voyage to India, Burma, 
Malacca, Siam and Hongkong, was one triumphal journey. After 
a tour in the interior of China, he was requested at Peking to act 
as sole arbiter between China and Japan in the dispute over the Loo 
Choo islands, such was his fame and prestige in the far east. Thanks 
to his unofficial advice, the matter was settled amicably. The most 
enthusiastic reception of all General Grant received in Japan, but 
nothing, of course, could equal his landing in San Francisco on Sept. 
20, 1879, after an absence from American soil of more than two years 
and four months.

The demand for 
Great People | more hotels and larger ones in the principal 
cities is growing more rapidly now, it 1s said, 
to Go that ever before, and the causes are not tar 
| to seek. There is a constant growth in 
1 travel of all kinds. With the improvement 
, ~~~ in the facilities and comforts of transporta- 
tion, people travel from place to place to a greater degree than 
formerly. Business is done by personal visitation to a greater extent 
than in past years. Men now leave Chicago and other western points 
on visits to New York, Boston and other eastern points simply that 
they may come in personal contact with men and affairs and profit 
by it in their business relations. Apparently they might do as well 
by mail or by long-distance telephone, or by telegraph, but it 1s becom- 
ing a fixed proposition that the best way to close an unportant piece 
of business is to be personally in touch with the party of the first or 
second part, as the case may be. 

All this requires much travel, but it pays. It requires much 
stopping at hotels, but it pays. It calls for more hotel accommoda- 
tions, for there are times in the great cities of the country now when 
it is next to impossible to obtain first-class accommodation unless it 
is engaged days or even weeks in advance. 

But another and an interesting factor is operating to create a 
new demand and a great one for hotel accommodation. The auto- 
mobile is carrying people by the hundreds and the thousands, and 
almost by the tens of thousands from town to town and from city 
to city, who, in the ordinary course of things, would remain at home. 
or be content with a drive through the environs or suburbs or their 
own communities. This is an important and a growing class, and a 
class the hotel men like to cater to, the presumption being that those 
who ride 1n automobiles are able to pay for the best of everything. 

However this may be, our careful and profound statistician is 
probably pretty correct in his figure. Great hotels in these days cost 
a million dollars each. His estimate, therefore, would mean that 
fifty great hotels are to be erected this year. This would not be much 
more than one tor each of our principal cities. So that, if he 1s out 
of his reckoning at all, he is more likely to have erred on the side of 
conservatism than on the side of extravagance. 

It is a good thing, this tendency toward travel, this mingling of 
the population.

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THE REPORT of the intérnational naval con- 
ference, which has been sitting in London, 
has now been issued. It is an important and 
lengthy document, dealing with contraband, 
blockade, neutral shipping and many similar 
questions, and of consequent interest to all 
the powers concerned. It is the result of a 
proposal put forward by Sir Edward Grey, 
on behalf of the government of the United 
Kingdom to the governments of the United 
States, Germany, Austria, France, Italy, Spain, Russia,. Holland and 
Japan, and will do much to clarify the rather chaotic nature of the 
existing international agreements, which were themselves calculated 
to lead to serious disagreements between belligerents and the neutral 
powers, as was made perfectly plain during the late war between 
Russia and Japan. The conference met on the fourth of December 
last, and held sittings at brief intervals up to the twenty-sixth. of 
February. The declaration issued represents the unammous con- 
clusions of the delegates, and will be accepted by the governments 
which they represent. The*art®les do not in themselves constitute 
any particular innovation in the old regulations, but, by reason ot 
their codification, they place the ship owning and trading interests 
in possession of an exact knowledge of the risks taken and 
requirements to be fulfilled in the event of war which cannot 
to be of the greatest assistance to them. 

The tendency of the new regvlations is certainly more humane 
than has formerly been the case. A list of merchandise which will 
in future be regarded as absolute contraband, conditional contraband 
and non-contraband has been drawn up and among the articles in 
the last category are all the raw materials used in the manufacture 
of textiles as well as many others. Again, it has been agreed that 
blockading squadrons may not bar the way to neutral ports, and 
that a vessel on her way to a non-blockaded port cannot be captured, 
even though the ultimate intention run the blockade in her 
There are, of course, numerous other stipulations of a similar nature. 
The delegates, indeed, have been moved by a frank desire to aftord 
the widest protection to neutrals consistent with justice to the bel- 
ligerents.

Business a deterrent factor, there has been a steady 
gain in iron and steel lines ever since the 
United States Steel Corporation announced 
the “open market.” Prices have been re- 
duced to such an extent that some of the independent concerns are 
said to be unable to meet the quotations made in competitive bidding. 
[t seems quite apparent, consequently, that prices are not likely to go 
much lower. When consumers are satisfied of this the steel business 
is likely to receive an impetus it has not enjoyed since 1907. It 1s 
reported that plans are under way in various parts of the country 
involving an enormous tonnage in all lines except probably steel 
rails, on which no price reductions have been made. 

It is argued with a fair show of reason that, if the steel business 
can expand as it has been doing of late under adverse conditions, 
there-is no telling how far the improvement may go with a little en-
